The railroad freight rates on war cargo were es- 
tablished by agreement between the carriers and gov- 
ernmental agencies and officials. They were below 
the going commercial rate for the same kind of haul. 
Here is one example: the industry hauled aluminum 
airplane land mats from Chicago to San Francisco. 
The normal commercial rate was $3.86 a hundred- 
weight. The agreed rate to the government was $1.40, 
Now the Justice Department holds that the rate should 
have been 44 cents less land grant reductions—or about 
one-tenth, of the commercial rate! 

During the four war years, the government paid 
Class 1 railroads $5,606,000,000 in freight charges. 
Over $3,660,000,000 went back to the government in 
Federal taxes. So, if the $2,000,000,000 suit is success- 
ful, the railroads would not have a single, solitary 
penny for the magnificent freight service they per- 
formed for the government in prosecuting the war. 

jaccording to the Railway Employees Journal of 
Chicago, “The Department of Justice ‘reparations 
raid’ on the railroads is not proving as popular as the 
politeians who started it expected." The organized 
shippers, representing industry and agriculture, are 
opposing it with all the energy at their command. 

No one seems to know why the action was brought 
after government agencies had agreed to war freight 
rates. This is a good example of “Royal Thievery” as 
ped by governments, and so vividly described 
Harry Scherman in his book “Promises Men Live

The citrus fruit industry was 
cited as an outstanding example 
of the state's productiveness. It 
was pointed out that since 1920 
the industry has canned more 
than 120 million cases of citrus 
fruit and juices — "enough to 
gird the earth eight times with 
à necklace of Florida-packed 
cans.
